Another formal effort will be 
made by the city of Upland to get 
Ontario to relent in its plan of 
annexing more local area. 

Elwin. C. Alder, Upland city 
manager, today has the authori- 
zation from the Upland city coun- 
cil ‘‘to write to the Ontario city 
council men, expresing the hope 
they will abandon their annexa- 
tion proceedings of land near 
Eighth St. and Grove Ave... 
and that if they will decide to 
do so, Upland would agree to 
immediately institute annexation 
proceedings for that area.’’ 

. This authorization was given at 
the Upland city council meeting 
Thursday night. The Upland ac- 
tion also asked permission. of 


'the -Ontario council for. Upland 


representation at the Dec. 4 pub 
lic -hearing at which time deci- 
sion may be reached relative to 
the annexation proceedings. 
Involved in the current annex- 
ation proceedings are approxi- 
mately 30 acres, an area in long 
strips immediately south of the 
Santa Fe right-of-way and also 
extending south as part of the 
eounty flood control channel. In 


yearlier proceedings, Ontario an- 


nexed 30 acres at the southwest 
corner of Grove and Eighth, with 
the two strips left in county ter- 
ritory.

Auditoriums May Be Issue In 
Vote On Millions For School 


Should the modern-day high schools that are to be 
in the foothill area during the next 10 years include 
toriums? 


A gigantic problem is ahead for all taxpayers in the 
Chatfey district due to the great obligation of providing high 
school educational 


built 
audi- 


facilities as soon as possible, The question 
of auditoriums is only one phase of the problem — but it is 
an important one. In fact, representatives of Upland and the 
foothill communities are on record in favor of auditoriums, 
each costing about $450,000. 


Need for a long-range program has been discussed here. 
Chatfey school board members are definitely in the midst of 
deciding how “long range” and how “inclusive” should be 


the program. 


Bonds must be approved by two-thirds of the voters to 
vide money for the program. The problem is all the more 
complicated because the Chaffey district is so large and at- 
titude of voters in various sections is so diverse. It is noted 
that only a very small part of the proposed plan will directly 
benefit Ontario students since most of the future growth will 
be in Upland. Alta Loma, Cucamonga, Etiwanda and Guasti. 
Yet, the dense Ontario population, could control outcome of 
the bond elections in the future. 


A bond issue of many millions of dollars is being planned. 


Regardless of the bond issue total, however, only about 
ene million dollars a year can be spent by the Chaffey board 
members in the building program.

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City To Employ 
Dog” Officer 


With about 600 dogs in Upland 
reported to be unlicensed, the 
city is going to employ a ‘‘dog 
control officer’, who will make 
a house-to-house survey. 

Decision to employ this official 
came at the meeting of the Up- 
land city council Thursday night 
as one step in trying to meet 
the problem of controlling the 
free-roaming dogs. Complaints 
against many dogs causing dis- 
turbances have been received by 
the councilmen. At the same 
time, opponents of a proposed 
dog leash law have been vocal. 

The new officer is to be equip- 
ped with a car for hauling dogs 
and with a pound to house the 
pets temporarily. Stray dogs 
picked up by the officer will be 
maintained for a few days, pend- 
ing calls from the owners. 

Annual cost of the officer and 
the service will be about $3,800 
and the anticipated revenue is 
$2,800, leaving a net cost to the 
municipality of $1,000. 

If this proposed plan meets the 
problem it may become perma- 
nent. If it does not, however, 
the councilmen may adopt a 
leash law. One provision of the 
proposed law would exempt dogs 
in sparcely settled neighborhoods.
